Service Consolidations 
Tested on West Coast 


Upon the recommendation of General 


Mark Olark, Sixth Army Commander, 
four Armed Services consolidation meas- 
ures in nine Western states have been 
ordered by Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal. 

These include: Transfer of Army am- 
munition activities from the Benicia, 
Calif., Arsenal to the Naval Ammunition 
Depot, Mare Island, Calif. ; consolidation 


| of Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine 


Corps recruiting facilities; consolidation 
of public information facilities with es- 
tablishment of a joint PIO in San Fran- 
cisco; and movement of the offices of the 
San Francisco District Engineer to new 
offices in a Government owned building. 

If the measures initiated by General 
Clark, following study by his specially 
created Armed Forces Headquarters, 
prove successful, these and subsequent 
projects will be applied to all Armed 
Forces activities throughout the United 
States. 

Now being reviewed by General Clark 
prior to submission to Secretary Forrestal 
is a project for joint use of facilities for 
cold storage and the handling of perish- 
able food supplied in the San Francisco 
and Seattle areas and for their shipment 
overseas. 

In various stages of consideration are 
projects for the elimination or movement 
of the Marine Corps Depot at Islais 
Creek, San Francisco, or its consolidation 
with a nearby Naval supply depot; cen- 
solidation of control of allocation of ship 
repairs in the Bay Area; joint use of re- 
serve component training facilities; joint 
use of procurement offices ; elimination of 
duplication of services of the Navy and 
the Army Port of Embarkation at Seattle ; 
joint use and slash or consolidation of 
civilian personnel procurement facilities 
and services ; and joint use of automotive 
maintenance facilities and services. Ten 
additional projects are under preliminary 
study but have not yet been assigned to 
special panels for investigation and sur- 
vey.

Enlisted Effictency Reports 

The Army this week released AR No. 
600-180 relating to enlisted efficiency re- 
ports and indicated clearly that it does 
not expect a disproportionate number of 
personnel to receive superior ratings. 

By means of a chart, the Army showed 
that it anticipates that out of a representa- 
tive group of 50 men, approximately four 
will receive “one” ratings, while 20 should 
receive a rating of “three.” Four men 
would receive a rating of “five” on an 
average and 11 would be marked as “two” 
with the other 11 scored as “four.” 

The full text of the Army’s regulation 
on enlisted efficiency reports is printed 
below, with a sample report reproduced to 
show the 25 questions which will be 
asked. 

1. Purpose, type, and use of enlisted effi- 
ciency reports.—a. The Enlisted Efficiency Re- 
port (DA AGO Form 297) provides for a re- 
port on an enlisted man’s job performance 
and personal characteristics during a definite 
period of service. In addition, it may indicate 
a need and provide a basis for counseling and 
adjustment ; discover individuals with certain 
capabilities and talents; and appraise indi- 
vidual performance for use in selection, as- 
signment, training, or promotion of personnel, 
and for use in disposition of those inade- 
quately qualified. Four types of efficiency re- 
ports (regular, special, Classification Board, 
and annual) will be rendered as prescribed in 
paragraph 5, 

b. Preparation of an enlisted efficiency re- 
port will require the rater and the indorser 
to know both the individual and his job. It is 
important to measure a man’s performance 
against the requirements of his job. 

c. The efficiency report will be considered as 
an inventory of the strong and weak points

Prepare for “Plucking” 
of Army and Air Officers 


(Texts of the new Army and Air Force 
Regulations begin on page 151 of this issue.) 

Army and Air Force regulations for the 
removal of officers from the active list 
were released this week. 

The action by the two Services, al- 
though not identical, implements provi- 
sions of Public 810 of the 86th Congress. 

This legislation replaces the Class “B” 
procedure provided in the National De- 
fense Act and Public Law 190 and the 
emergency wartime legislation providing 
for the relief of officers from active duty. 

Each Service prescribed eight basic 
causes for the removal of an officer, with 
the Secretary of the Army and the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force given broad 


| powers to eliminate unwanted officer per- 


sonnel. ro 
The Army’s policy was made known in 
Circular 288, which declared: “The pur- 


| pose of this circular is to vitalize the ac- 


tive list of the Regular Army by provid 


| ing the means for elimination of officers 


whose performance of duty, general effi- 
ciency, or conduct is such as not to justify 


| retention as officers of the Army, or whose 


retention as officers of the Army is not 


| justified for other reasons prescribed by 
| the Secretary of the Army.” 


The Air Force, in AF Regulation No. 


| 36-2, said “the provisions of this Regula- 
| tion are applicable to all officers of any 


of the components of the Air Force of the 
United States who are serving on active 
duty.” 

On 1 July of each year, an Army Screen- 


| ing Board will review records of all offi- 
| cers on the active list. These found un- 


desirable will be called before a Board 


| of Inquiry. If this board recommends dis- 


missal, the file will be transmitted to the 


| Adjutant General’s office where a Board 


of Review will take final action, 

The Air Force will also utilize three 
boards in the removal procedure. First, 
there will be a Screening Board, to be 
convened by direction of the Secretary of 
the Air Force. It will study records of all 
officers on the active list of the Regular 


Air Force. 


A Board of Fitness will afford a “fair 
and impartial hearing” to any officer 


| selected by the Screening Board to show 


cause for retention. 

Finally, a Board of Review will give 
final perusal to the facts and will deter- 
mine whether an officer recommended for 
dismissal hy the Screening Board and the 
Board of Fitness should be retained or 
removed. 

Dismissal will be ordered by the Sec- 
retary of each of the Services. 

With regard to pay for officers removed 
from the active list, the new law outlines 
the following procedure: 

’ “See, 106. Each officer removed from active 
list of the Regular Army or the Regular Air 
Force pursuant to this title shall— 

“(a) if on the date of removal) he is eligible 
for voluntary retirement under any provision 
of law then in effect, he shall be retired in 
the grade and with the retired pay te which 
he would be entitled if he were retired upen 
his own application ; 

‘“(b) if on the date of removal he is net 
eligible for voluntary retirement, be honer-

Sen. Gurney Praises Troops 


Morale of American troops stationed 
in Germany is high, according to Senator 
Chan Gurney (R-S.D.), Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services, 
who returned to Washington this week 
from an inspection of military installa- 
tions in Burope, the Near East and 
northern Africa. 

In an interview with THe ARMY AND 
Navy Journal, Senator Gurney de 
clared his contact with American troops 
in Germany revealed “excellent” morale, 
good equipment and well-directed train- 
ing. He also praised the work of Army 
and Air Force personnel of “Operations 
Vittles” — the Berlin airlift. 

The Chairman said that he visited Navy 
installations at Gibraltar where he con- 
ferred with Admirals Conolly and Sher- 
man. He was impressed with the fine 
work done by the relief ships. 

Mr. Gurney said that in his observation 
our military personnel are being well fed 
and that there seems to be little difficulty 
with housing in the areas he visited. He 
said that he did hear a number of com- 
plaints about the currency exchange and 
its effect on the purchasing power of our 
personnel. 

Reenlistments in the Buropean Com- 
mand are at a high rate, Senator Gurney 
said, adding the recent change from two 
to three years duty in Germany has his 
approval. 

Of the airlift equipment, Senator Gur- 
ney said larger planes are needed during 
the approaching Winter months, stressing 
that the need for coal in Berlin will tax 
planes now in service. He also noted that

be kept to “around 1,000,” 

A detailed report of his findings will be 
made to Secretary of Defense James For- 
restal, and to the Committee on Armed 
Services, Senator Gurney said. 


Sees Service Pay Need 


The need for increases in the pay of 
Service personnel is reported to have im- 
pressed the members of the civilian pro- 
fessional staff of the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services who have been visiting 
the Army, Navy and Air Force installa- 
tions and interviewing Service personnel 
on behalf of the Saltonstall ‘““Watch-Dog” 
subcommittee. 

Deficiencies in housing facilities also 
impressed the observers as being a strong 
factor in depressing Service morale which 
otherwise they believe would be high. 

The observers were particularly im- 
pressed by the need of pay increases by 
officers of the grade of major in the Army 
and Air Force and lieutenant commanders 
in the Navy and in commissioned ranks 
below them. These, they felt, shoyld have 
substantial increases in pay. On the other 
hand they felt that officers of the grades 
of lieutenant colonel and commander, and 
above, should have an increase in “take 
home” pay by giving them exemption from 
the Federal income tax. They likewise be- 
lieve that retired personnel should be 
exempt from the income levy.

Army Housing and Trailers 

To meet its critical housing shortage, 
the Army will seek in the 1950 budget 
funds for thousands of family dwellings. 

In addition, to provide immediate re- 
lief for personnel at camps chosen for 
Selective Service training, the Army will 
develop “first class” trailer camp facili- 
ties which will be made available at a 
cost of approximately $95 a year. 

Officers and enlisted men would pro- 
vide their own trailers and be paid normal 
rental allowances. 

This emergency plan has been ap- 
proved by the Chief of Staff and com- 
manding generals of the six ZI Armies 
and have been directed to submit esti- 
mates of requirements. 

Lt. Gen. Henry 8S. Ourand, director of 
logistics, General Staff, has revealed also 
the following additional developments on 
the Army Housing front: 


In the current fiscal year about 1,500 
1080-square-foot new permanent type fam- 
ily units will be built at Army installa- 
tions. These will each provide the equiva- 
lent of six rooms 12 by 15 feet. All of 
these units will be the non-commissioned 
officer type and will be constructed ex- 
clusively on permanent posts. 

Priority will be given to non-commis- 
sioned and junior commissioned officers. 

For its 947,000 man strength author- 
ized by Congress the Army will need 
about 193,000 sets of family quarters— 
107,000 for non-commissioned officers and 
86,000 for officers and warrant officers. 
Including the 1,500 units to be built this 
year, however, there will be available 
only about 39,000, of which half are tem- 
porary or converted units. The Army 
wants to provide quarters on posts for all 
authorized military personnel ag rapidly 
as appropriations are made available by 
Congress. 

Present policy will be to concentrate 
on major installations slated for perma- 
nent use regardless of the size of the 
Army. 

General Ourand said the Army plans to 
seek considerably more than the 4,277 
sets of family quarters proposed in the 
fiscal year 1949 budget but which were 
set aside. 





Gen. Reynolds’ EUCOM Visit 


Hitler’s favorite beer hall in Munich is 
now a bustling soldier’s club, Maj. Gen. 
Russel B. Reynolds, Chief of Special Serv- 
ices, reported this week upon his return 
from a two months European inspection 
tour. 

With Brig. Gen. R. V. Rickard, Chief 
of European Command Special Services, 
General Reynolds visited major installa- 
tions in Germany and Austria and also 
inspected soldier tour facilities in Switzer- 
land. 

In addition to the famous Munich beer 
hall, the Army hag 107 other service 
clubs in the European command, staffed 
by 347 recreation directors. 

With regard to diversified Army Ex- 
change responsibilities, Special Service 
officials are satisfying the vital needs in 
Europe for such items as baby food, 
diapers, women’s dresses, shoes, coats and 
other apparel, General Reynolds said. 








Memorial to Fliers 
More than $600 already has been 


contributed for erection of the memo- 
rial to the five U. S. Air Force fliers 
shot down over Yugoslavia in 1946. 

Sponsor of the patriotic project is 
the Hon. Arthur Bliss Lane, former 
United States Minister to Yugoslavia. 
He is receiving contributions at 2442 
Massachusetts Avenue, Washington 
8, D.C. 

Mr. Lane has expressed the wish 
that individuals give from $1 to $5 
for the memorial, thus insuring wide 
participation in the tribute to the 
American airmen heroes.

| Army Elimination Procedure 


OLLOWING is the text of the Army’s 

procedure for forced elimination of 
Regular officers as set up under the pro- 
yisions of the new act and as promulgated 
this week in Circular 288: 

Pending revision of appropriate regula- 
tions, the following procedure is established 
for the removal of officers from the active list 
of the Regular Army, except as noted in 
paragraph 2b: 

1. General.—The* Army and Air Force 
Vitalization and Retirement Equalization Act 
of 148 (act, 29 Jun 48; Public Law 810— 
sth Cong.; JAAF Bul. 29, 1948) provides that 
the Secretary of the Army may for such 
causes as he deems satisfactory remove any 
commissioned officer from the active list of 
the Regular Army in the manner prescribed 
in that act. Procedure for eliminations pur- 
suant to that act are published herein. Any 
references to “officers” who are being proc- 
essed for removal from the active list herein- 
after pertains to “officers of the Regular 
Army.” 

2, Purpose and scope.—a. The purpose of 
this circular is to vitalize the active list of 
the Regular Army by providing the means 
for elimination of officers whose performance 
of duty, general efficiency, or conduct is such 
as not to justify retention as officers of the 
Army, or whose retention as officers of the 
Army is not justified for other reasons pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Army. 

b: This circular will not be used to accom- 
plish revocation of commissions within the 
first 3 years after appointment in the Regu- 
lar Army. The procedure for such action is 
contained in section I, Circular 19, Depart- 
ment of the Army, 1948. 

¢, This circular is not intended to be dis- 
ciplinary, and procedures prescribed herein 
are not to be used in lieu of trial by court 
martial or action under the provisions of 
Article of War 104, However, recurrent trials 
by court martial or recurrent action under 
Article of War 104 may be cause for taking 
action under paragraph 3 below. 

d. Normally, an officer should be given an 
opportunity to demonstrate his ability for a 
reasonable period in his permanent grade, if 
appropriate, immediately prior to initiation 
of elimination action for inefficiency. 

3. Causes (the text of this paragraph is 
reproduced in the box on this page). 

4, Boards of officers.—The separate and dis- 
tinct boards of officers which will be ap- 
pointed to take action under the provisions of 
this circular are as follows: 

a, Screening board. 

(1) The purpose of this board is to pro- 
vide for a review of the records of officers on 
the active list and to determine those officers 
who should be required to show cause for re- 
tention on the active list. The decision to re- 
quire an officer to show cause for retention 
shall be based upon his failure to attain 
minimum standards of performance in con- 
sonance with paragraph 3. 

(2) The screening board will consist of five 
general officers and one or more recorders 
without vote. It will be convened by the 
Secretary of the Army as soon as practicable 
and once annually thereafter. 

b. Boards of inquiry, 

(1) The purpose of these boards is to af- 
ford a fair and impartial hearing to any offi- 
cer selected by the screening board to show 
ad why he should pe retained on the active

Army and Air Force Officer Removals 
The Departments of the Army and Air Force this week released separate 
lists of causes for which officers may be removed from the active list under 
the recently enacted law. Each Service prescribed eight basic causes for dis- 
missal, including a final proviso which gives to the separate Secretaries wide 
discretionary powers in effecting such removals, For the Army and Air Force, 
the causes for removing an officer from the active list are as follows: 


ARMY 
In general, an officer will be considered for removal from the active list for any of 


a. A continuous or progressive falling off of the officer’s performance of duty over a 
period of time, which has resulted in a low and unacceptable standard of efficiency 
in the officer, as reflected in his efficiency ratings. 

b. A record of mediocre service, normally extending over a period of not less than 
8 years and covered by efficiency ratings rendered by at least two different rating offi- 


c. Demonstrated inability to exercise the necessary leadership or command required 
d. Inability or failure to assimilate the technical proficiency required in an officer 
e. Inability or failure to dicharge properly assignments commensurate with his 


f. Habitual intemperance or recurrent instances of other personal misconduct. 
g. Repeated failure to meet personal financial obligations or to manage properly 
personal affairs which affect detrimentally the performance of duty of the officer con- 


h. Any other cause which the Secretary of the Army may determine. 


AIR FORCE 

1. Falsification, material omission, or misrepresentation of facts in the Personal 
History Statement or any other documents which are executed in connection with ap- 
pointment to the AFUS or any of its components or call to active duty which, if known 
by the appropriate authority at the time of appointment or call to active duty, would 
have precluded the appointment or call to active duty of such an individual. In each 
case of appointment in the regular component of the Air Force of the United States, 
an investigation is undertaken by the Department of the Air Force to verify the state- 
ments made in the Personal History Statement required to be completed by the officer. 
If it is found that the answer to any question contained in the Personal History State- 
ment is incorrect, incomplete, or misleading in any particular, it may be considered 
as a cause for action to revoke the commission of the individual concerned. In addition, 
the investigation may reveal evidence of traits of character or past conduct which 
indicates the individual’s undesirability or unsuitability as an officer in the Air Force 
and which, if known, might have precluded his appointment. Such evidence will like- 
wise be considered as just cause for rev ti

4a, will review the records of all officers on 
the active list to determine which of such offi- 
cers will be required to show cause why they 
should be retained in the Regular Army. 

b. When any commander considers that the 
manner of performance of duties by an offi- 
cer under his immediate command or observa- 
tion is such as to justify the removal of the 
officer from the active list, he will transmit 
the prescribed recommendation therefor, to- 
gether with pertinent supporting evidence 
and an appropriate efficiency report, through 
channels to The Adjutant General. If at any 
time a reclassification board recommends the 
removal of an officer from the active list and 
the convening authority of the board concurs, 
or when other action is recommended by the 
board, and the convening authority is of the 
opinion that removal from the active list is 
warranted, the records in the case will be 
forwarded to The Adjutant General for re- 
ferral to the screening board. 

ec. When the screening board recommends 
that an officer under its consideration be not 
required to show cause for retention, the case 
will be returned without further action to 
The Adjutant General for notification of the 
initiating agency. 

d. When the screening board recommends 
that an officer under its consideration be re- 
quired to show cause why he should be re- 
tained on the active list, the complete files 
in the case, including the recommendation of 
the screening board, will be transmitted to 
The Adjutant General, who will notify the 
appropriate commander of the major com- 
mand or the head of the administrative or 
technical service that the officer concerned 
must show cause for setention on the active 
list. Such notification will include the rea- 
sons for the decision. The commander or 
the head of the administrative or technical 
service then will notify the officer concerned 
and will include in the notification the rea- 
sons for the decision and full information 
concerning the officer’s rights as outlined in 
paragraph 7. Within 10 days subsequent to 
his receipt of notification, the officer con- 
cerned will submit a statement that he un- 
derstands his rights and that he desires 
either to— 

(1) Appear personally and/or be repre- 
sented by counsel before a board of inquiry 
convened under the provisions of this circular, 
or 

(2) Submit his resignation under the pro- 
visions of AR 605-275, or 

(3) Apply for voluntary retirement, if 
eligible. 

Upon receipt of the officer’s statement, the 
commander or the head of the administrative 
or technical service will transmit such state- 
ment to The Adjutant General. The informa- 
tion so transmitted will include the names of 





at least three available general officers rec- 
ommended for appointment as a board of in- 
quiry, together with a suggested place of 
meeting for the board. In the event that the 
required number of qualified general officers 
is not available, the submitted information 
will contain, in addition to the nameg of the 
available qualified general officers, a request 
that the Department of the Army make avail- 
able such other qualified general officers as 
may be required to bring the case to an ex- 
peditious conclusion. The Department of the 
Army will publish the order appointing the 
board of inquiry and will refer to it the rec- 
ords in the case. 

e. After consideration by the board of in- 
quiry the proceedings and records in each 
ease in which the officer is recommended for 
removal from the active list will be forwarded 
to The Adjutant General for referral to the 
board of review for appropriate action. 

f. In cases where the board of inquiry rec- 
ommends retention on the active list, the pro- 
ceedings and records will be forwarded to The 
Adjutant General. The case will thereupon 
be closed and shall not be subject to further 
action, except that such officer may again be 
required to show cause for retention at any 
future time in accordance with the provisions 
of this circular. 

g. After consideration by the board of re- 
view as indicated in e above, the cases will 
be handled as follows: 

(1) If the board of review recommends re- 
tention, the case shall thereupon be closed 
and shall not be subject to further action, 
except that such officer may be required to 
show cause for retention at any future time 
in accordance with the provisions of this cir- 
cular. 

(2) If the board of review recommends re- 
moval, such recommendation shall be trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Army for his 
action thereon. 

6. Board procedure.—a. Except as other 
wise prescribed herein, the boards appointed 
under the provisions of paragraph 4b and c 
will be governed by the applicable provisions 
of AR 420-5. Members of the boards will be 
subject to challenge and will be sworn. 

b. An officer required to show cause for 
retention will be permitted to appear in per- 
sons and/or be represented by counsel, if he 
so desires, before any board of inquiry or 
board of review, and shall, at all stages of 
the proceedings, be allowed full access to, 
and be furnished copies of records and data 
pertinent to his case.

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Removal of Air Officers 











OLLLOWING is the text of the new 

Air Force Regulation, No. 36-2, cover- 
ing the revocation of Commissions or re- 
moval of officers from the Active List of 
the Air Force: 

SECTION I—GENERAL PROVISIONS 

1. Purpose. The purpose of this regulation. 
which is effective immediately, is to prescribe 
the standards and procedure for accomplish- 
ing for cause the revocation of commissions 
or removal from the active list of officers of 
the Air Force of the United States who are 
serving on active duty. Appropriate portions 
of this Regulation apply to all commissioned 
officers belonging to the Department of the 
Air Force, as prescribed in Joint Army-Air 
Force Adjustment Regulations 1-i-1 and 
1-11-20 and subsequent amendments, who are 
on active duty, 

2. Applicability : 

a. Department of the Air Force Commis- 
sioned Personnel. The provisions of this 
Regulation are applicable to all officers of 
any of the components of the Air Force of 
the United States who are serving on active 
duty. 

b. Department of the Army Commissioned 
Personnel. Department of the Army commis- 
sioned personnel who are serving on active 
duty with the Air Force will be screened at 
the same intervals and judged by the same 
Standards as apply to their counterparts 
(i.e., nonprobationary Regular, probationary 
Regular, Non-Regular on active duty, etc.) 
within the Department of the Air Force. 
When it has been determined through any of 
the procedures prescribed in this Regulation 
that any commissioned officer of the Depart- 
ment of the Army serving on active duty with 
the Air Force should be considered for revoca- 
tion of commission or removal from the active 
list, the case with all supporting papers will 
be forwarded through channels to the Chief 
of Staff, USAF, Washington 25, D. C., AT- 
TENTION: Director of Military Personnel, 
DCS/P. 

3. Causes. The criteria which have been 
established as a guide for determining causes 
for which an officer should be investigated 
with a view to elimination or other appro- 
priate action including, of course, exonera- 
tion, are listed in attachment 1. In some cases 
recommendations for elimination should be 
mandatory ; in others there may be extenuat- 
ing circumstances which may outweigh the 
dereliction of duty; e.g., inability to ex- 
ercise leadership may be over-weighed by the 
fact that the officer in question is occupying 
a position which calls for an older, higher 
ranking, and more experienced officer. 

4. Restrictions on Separation or Transfer. 
Air Force personnel upon whom Board of 
Fitness procedures, action under Public Law 
810, 80th Congress (contained in JAAF Bulle- 
tin 29, 1948), court-martial, or resignations 
or voluntary retirements in lieu thereof are 
pending will under no circumstances be re- 
lieved from active duty or transferred from 
one major air command to another until final 
action has been taken upon their cases by 
the Secretary of the Air Force unless specific 
authority to do so is received from Head- 
quarters USAF. 

SECTION II—REVOCATION OF 
COMMISSIONS 

5. This section prescribes the procedures for 
the revocation of commissions of the follow- 
ing personnel: 

a, Officers on the active list of the Air 
Force who have performed less than three 
years of continuous active commissioned 
service subsequent to being currently com- 
missioned in the United States Aiz Perce (in- 
cluding prior continuous cemmissioned serv- 
ice in the Regular Army? and without regard 
to the length of active service they may have 
performed prior to their acceptance of such 
current commission, 

b. All officers holding current appointments 
in the United States Air Force Reserve who 
are performing active commissioned service 
with the Air Force either in an AFUS (with- 
out component) or USAFR status. 

ce. All AFUS officers not holding appoint- 
ments in the USAF, National Guard, or Air 
Force Reserve. 

d. All officers holding current appoint- 
ments in the Air National Guard who are 
performing active commissioned service with 
the Air Force. 

6. Criteria. The criteria which will be util- 
ized to determine whether or not an officer 
specified in paragraph 5 may be considered 
for revocation of commission have been set 
forth in attachment 1. 

7. Procedure. In general, Boards of Fit- 
ness will not be appointed under the au- 
thority contained in this section in those 
cases involving probationary officers (those 
specified in paragraph 5a) who have com- 
pleted more than two years and eight months 
of their probationary period. If the com- 
mander concerned believes it impossible to 
complete Board of Fitness procedures and 
discharge proceedings (if recommended and

Government will be incurred, witnesses who 
are conveniently available may be heard in 
the case if desired by the board or by the 
officer concerned. The issuance of transporta- 
tion requests or the payment of travel allow- 
ances or per diem in connection with the ap- 

pearance of witnesses is not authorized. 

d. No individual shall sit as a member of 
more than one board in consideration of the 
case of any one officer. 

7. Rights of officer required to show cause 
for retention.—Upon receipt of notification 
that an officer under their jurisdiction will 
be required to show cause for retention on 
the active list of the Regular Army, com- 
manders and heads of administrative and 
technical services (see par. 5d) will insure 
that the officer is apprised of the following 
rights: 

a. He may tender his unconditional resig 
nation as provided in AR 605-275 and such 
resignation, if accepted, will be considered 
final and conclusive. 

b. If eligible, he may apply for voluntary 
retirement, and such application, if approved, 
will be considered final and conclusive. 

ce. He may avail himself of the rights in a 
and b above at any time prior to his removal 
from the active List. 

d. He may appear in person and/or be rep- 
resented by counsel, if he so desires, before 
any board of inquiry or board of review in 
his case; he may present any pertinent evi- 
dence in his behalf to the mentioned boards; 
and he shall, at all stages of the proceedings, 
be permitted full access to and be furnished 
copies of records relevant to his case. 

e. He will be granted such time as is reason- 
able and necessary to prepare and present 
his case before the board of inquiry, and in 
no case will this time be less than 30 days. 
Commanders will insure that all necessary 
time is afforded the officer concerned and will 
render all necessary assistance to expedite 


this action and to insure that the rights of

the officer are protected fully. 

8 Finaj action.—In the case of officers rec- 
ommended for removal from the active list by 
the board of review, the action of the Secre- 
tary of the Army will be final and conclusive. 

9. Recission.—AR 605-200, 7 February 1935, 
including C 1, 30 November 1938; and para- 
graph 14, AR 605-230, 6 September i945, are 
rescinded.

New Aircraft Carrier 

; The Navy’s new 65,000-ton aircraft car- 
rier should be capable of operating an 
airplane well over 100,000 pounds, the 
Navy revealed this week. 

Operation of such aircraft with their 
increased range will greatly reduce the 
carrier’s chance of discovery by the enemy 
and greatly increase the probability of 
surprise attack, the Navy said. 

Construction of the huge carrier will 
begin late this year or early in 1949, and 
will cost an estimated $124,000,000. The 
1030-foot long vessel. will have a totally 
clean deck operating area for its planes, 
minus the usual “island” on the starboard 
side. The flag and ship bridges, formerly 
on the island, will be telescopic’ on the 
new vessel. 

BDlevators, used to transfer planes be- 
tween the hangar and flight decks, will 
be located along the sides with a larger 
elevator at the after part of the flight 
deck. 

The ship, as the Navy artist’s concep- 
tion shows, will have four catapults for 
planes, one on each side (launching to 
the side) and two on the bow. By in- 
creasing the number of catapults, the 
Navy said, the launching interval will be 
shortened. 

As yet unnamed, the giant carrier is 
designated CVA-58. It is the third flush- 
deck carrier in the Navy’s long line of 
“fast-travelling air bases.” The Navy’s 
first carrier, the USS Langley, commis- 
sioned in 1922, was a flush deck carrier 
converted from a collier hull. 

Foreseeing the operation of 100,000- 
pound aircraft, the Navy pointed out that 
the carrier from which it operates must 
afford : 

(1) Deck strength for impacts as high 
as 500,000 pounds. 

(2) Stability for high top side weights. 

(3) Increased flight deck area. 

(4) Room for increased supplies of 
fuel, munitions, and added personnel. 

(5) Additional armor and armament. 

(6) High speed. 

These requirements mean increased 
displacement and increased beam with a 
proportional increase in deck length as 
dictated by modern shipbuilding practice. 

The Navy has estimated thai the new 
super carrier would normally take 48 
months to complete, although with high 
priority it probably could be completed in 
less Ulue. 





Navy Speeds Plane Ferrying 
Three divisions of Navy planes took off 
this week from Moffett Field, Calif., for

Planes used in the operation are the 
main types of piston-engine aircraft useq 
by fleet air groups today.

Test Danger Area of Jets 

Navy tests, using a human “guineg 
pig,” have recently been conducted at the 
Naval Air Test Center, Patuxent River. 
Md., to determine how near a person cay 
safely approach the intake of a jet plane. 

Lt. A, L. Hall, Navy Medical Service 
Corps, was the human subject used in the 
tests. With heavy safety lines attached 
to his body, Lt. Hall approached the nose 
of the North American FJ-1 Fury as the 
plane ran at full power, and experimented 
to see how near he could get without dan- 
ger of being sucked in-by the powerful 
draft. 

The tests indicated that an extremely 
cautious person can get within two or 
three feet of the nose of the plane with- 
out being caught in the intake. The danger 
area is less off to each side of the nose. 

The extent of the danger area in front 
of a jet engine has been a subject of 
speculation since a civilian mechanic was 
killed a year ago at the Muroc Dry Lake 
test center in California when he walked 
in front of a jet plane and was sucked in. 
The plane’s engine was operating at full 
military power at the time. 

In the tests at Patuxent, it was found 
that the air velocity reached 38 knots at 
a little over two feet distance in front of 
the plane. Three feet away, the velocity 
dropped to 15 knots, and four feet away 
to five knots. Lt. Hall reported that he 
was able to stand two feet from the plane, 
with his reactions being “that caused by 
a 30-knot wind.” 

A dummy figure the size and weight 
of a man also was used in the tests. The 


findings were similar to those with the 
live subject. The Navy emphasized that 
the results apply only to one type of plane 
used in the experiment, Twin-jet aircraft. 
with their smaller intakes, would have

The use of carriers in this manner, the 
Navy said, emphasizes their function as 
a highly mobile air base, and demon- 
strates that needed aircraft can be fer- 
ried over vast ocean reaches, using the 
shortest geographical point-to-point route, 
or the route avoiding areas of possible 
enemy action, or utilizing the best 
weather areas, all unhampered by having 
to land at fixed land bases. 

The Navy aircraft carriers USS Ta- 
rawa and USS Princeton were positioned 
800 miles from San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu respectively. All 12 planes landed 
aboard the vessels, quickly refueled, and 
took off again. The planes landed at the 
Naval Air Station, Barbers Point, Oahu, 
T. H., approximately 1144 hours after 
takeoff. 

In addition to the heavy carriers, de- 
stroyers and cruisers acted as picket ves- 
sels stationed at lesser intervals along 
the route, thus assuring that the planes 
would be under constant radar surveil- 
lance thronghout the entire trip. Sea Air 
Rescue long-range patrol] planes assisted 
in covering the first and last legs of the 
three-stage flight.

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Industrial Mobilization 
(Continued from First Page) 
emergency. This, of course, would mean 
time lost, and critical and scarce mater- 
jals diverted into that replacement. In a 
future emergency, we can afford losing 

neither. 

The steps taken were to incorporate 
those plants which were not easily sold to 
private management for use in peacetime 
industry into an industrial reserve. The 
military establishment had custody of this 
reserve until recently when Congress 

ssed a law which provides for a Na- 
tional Industrial Reserve with the Federal 
Works Agency administering the reserve. 
Through this medium, hundreds of vital 
war plants are preserved along with their 
worth, which amounts to billions of dol- 
lars, and most important, the time their 
replacement would cost is preserved. 

The designed productive capacity of 
numerous additional plants sold to pri- 
vate management was also preserved by 
use of the National Security Clause, 
which is included in the sales contracts 
of the war plants and provides that the 
plant will not be altered in any way which 
will prevent its rapid reconversion for 
the production for which it was designed 
and built, 

Concurrent with the plant preservation 
activities, the Armed Services developed 
another component of the industrial re- 
serve — the preservation of vital machine 
tools. The tentative goal at present is 
182,000 special and general purpose ma- 
chine tools essential in war production 
and without which much time would be 
lost in “to war” conversion. 

Thousands of them are already cleaned, 
treated with preservative materials and 
shipped into government storage, ready 
for use if required in a national emer- 
gency. 

There are a great number of materials 
required in war production which are not 
available in sufficient quantities within 
our national borders. Their sources are 
usually anywhere from three to ten thou- 
sand miles away — far across seas which 
become extremely hazardous during war- 
time. Consequently, there is only one way 
to insure their availability when needed 
in a national emergency. That way is 
stockpiling them within our borders. 

Two years ago, Congress passed Public 
Law 520, which provides for the develop- 
ment of a National Stockpile of strategic 
and critical materials, and subsequently 
appropriated $275 million for such ma- 
terials. This was expended and along with 





materials in residue of World War II, the | 
Nation has a stockpile valued at about six | 


hundred million dollars, which, of course, 


constitutes a good measure of industrial | 


preparedness. However, the stockpile is 
way behind in its schedule, and, unfor- 
tunately, out of balance. In recognition of 
this, Congress, in the closing days of the 
last session, voted an additional $525 
million for stockpiling strategic and crit- 
ical materials. 

The Munitions Board is working hard 


in the development of coordinated mili- | 


tary procurement and much progress has 
been realized. Practically all commodities 
used by the Armed Services are now being 
purchased under some form of coordin- 


ated purchase. Uniform procurement regu- | 


lations for the three services have been 


developed by the services and are being | 
issued at present. A start hag been made | 


in the standardization of equipment and 


Specifications of the materials used by the | 
three services, and a common catalog of | 


all items used by the services is being | 


developed, 


Uniform methods and procedures for | 


the development of military requirements, 


which are the base of all industrial mobil- 


ization planning, are being developed 
rapidly. 

Another essential component of indus- 
trial mobilization — a knowledge of the 
Source of supply for the three services — 
is underway. Thousands of private indus- 
trial capacities have been allocated to the 
various Services and a survey of these

These and numerous other activities 
constitute the military aspects of indus- 
trial mobilization. Much has been accom- 
plished, but much, much more must be 
accomplished before we can claim to be 
industrially prepared to meet the needs 
of our National Security. 

Success in the effort demands hard work 
and cooperation between the military 
establishment and our industry, both of 
which, fortunately, we have.

8. Statutory Authority. Statutory author- 
ity involved is as shown in attachment 10. 

9. Initiation of Action. Continuous and 
persistent effort will be made by all Air 
Loree commanders to determine specifically 
which of the individual officers contained 
in the several groups set forth in paragraph 
5 should be considered for possible revoca- 
tion of commission. This determination will 
be made as prescribed by the Chief of Staff, 
USAF, and/er the major air commands, but 
will definitely include action as indicated 
in attachment 2. 

10, Boards of Fitness: 

a. Appointing Authority. Any Air Force 
commander who has been empowered to ap- 
point general courts-martial is hereby dele- 
gated the authority to appeint Boards of 
Fitness to investigate, consider, and make 
recommendations concerning the cases which 
are referred to such boards for possible rev- 
ocation of commission. 

b. Constitution of Board, Each Board of 
Fitness will consist of three (3) officers, plus 
one or more alternate members as the ap- 
pointing authority considers necessary. 
There is no limit to the number of boards 
which may be appointed by any commander. 
Each member of a board must meet the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

(1) Be a field grade officer. 

(2) Be senior, both permanently and tem- 
porarily, to the respondent. 

(3) In all cases involving Regular Air Force 
officers, be on the active list of the Air Force. 

(4) In all cases involving Non-Regular offi- 
cers, one member must be from the same com- 
ponent as the respondent. 

(5) In all casés involving “Voluntary Sub- 
mission of Request for Removal from Flying 
Status or Failure to Measure up to the Phys- 
iegal Standards Required for Rated Personnel,” 
all members of the board must be rated pilots 
on unlimited flying status. 

ec. Initial Action. Upon appointment, the 
Board of Fitness will dispatch official corre- 
spondence through channels to the officer 
being considered for revocation of commis- 
sion. (Commanders below the level of the 
convening authority will disjatch without 
comment, within 24 hours, all correspondence 
concerning the Board of Fitness action on a 
specific officer). This correspondence wil! in- 
elude the information as listed in attachment

a. Conduct of Roard. Boards appointed 
under the provisions of this section will pro- 
ceed as indicated in attachment 4. 

e. Objectives of the Board. The objectives 
of the Board of Fitness are twofeld: First, 
to allow the officer concerned to show why he 
should be retained in the Air Force and why 
his commission or commissions in the Air 
Force should not be revoked; secondly, after 
thoroughly evaluating the evidence in the 
ease to make an appropriate recommenda- 
tion to the Chief of Staff, USAF. (See attach- 
ment 5). 

f. Board Recommendations and Disposition 
of Case: 

(1) The Board of Fitness recommendation 
will contain at least one of the courses listed 
in paragraph 1, attachment 6. 

(2) Unless trial by court-martial is recom- 
mended, the Board of Fitness shall dispose 
of its proceedings in accordance with the 
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first sentence of paragraph 2, attachment 6. 
If trial by court-martial is recommended, dis- 
position of the proceedings will be as shown 
in the second and third sentences of paragraph 
2, attachment 6. 

(3) Completed eases (i.e., cases which have 
been fully heard by a Board of Fitness) of 
officers who have completed over two years 
and eight months of service on the active 
list of the Air Force and/or Army will be 
transmitted by the most expeditious means 
available. (See attachment 6). 

11, Resignation or Retirement in Lieu of 
Board of Fitness Action. The tender of resig- 
nation (Exhibits B or C—attachments 12 and 
13) or request for voluntary retirement in lieu 
of Board of Fitness action will be forwarded 
together with all allied papers in the case by 
the Board of Fitness direct to the individual’s 
immediate commanding officer and then 
through channels to the Chief of Staff, USAF, 
Washington 25, D. C., ATTENTION: Director 
of Military Personnel, DCS/P, for necessary 
action. The Board of Fitness and all com- 
manders above the Board of Fitness level will 
recommend by indorsement, approval, or dis- 
approval of the resignation or the request 
for voluntary retirement as they see fit. In ad- 
dition, the individual’s immediate command- 
ing officer will include in his indorsement the 
information contained in Exhibit E (attach- 
ment 15). Commanders indorsing tender of 
resignation of request for voluntary retire- 
ment will dispatch them within five days after 
receipt. 

12. Action by Headquarters USAF. In all 
instances where revocation of commission or 
demotion is recommended by the Board of 
Fitness and unless the Chief of Staff, USAF, 
disagrees, the case will be referred. to the 
Secretary of the Air Force Personnel Coun- 
cil. The latter will act as a final Board of Re- 
view and will recommend to the Secretary 
of the Air Force either retention in the Air 
Force or revocation of commission or <lemo- 
tion to a lower grade, but in no instance to 
one lower than the officer’s permanent grade. 
The action of the Secretary of the Air Force 
will be final.

Air Force Dress Uniform 


The Air Force has authorized for im- 
mediate wear a new evening dress uni- 
form for officers and warrant officers, but 
said only personnel attending State and 
Diplomatic functions where such dress is 
prescribed will be required to purchase 
the new uniform. 

Commanding officers were told that 
they are neither to require the purchase 
nor the wearing of the dress uniform. 

The Air Force added that the special 
evening dress uniforms prescribed in AR 
600-39 are optional for wear by officers 
and warrant officers until 30 June 1955. 

The new dress uniform, for which an 
overcoat is now being designed, is de 
scribed in Air Force Regulation No. 35-12 
as follows: 

Description : 

a. Aiguillette, Dress: 

(1) Desecription—As prescribed in para- 
graph 29(1)(b), Change 9, AR 600-35, 24 
November 1947. 

(2) Wearing—As prescribed in paragraph 
58(1)(b), Change 11, AR 600-40, 24 November 
1947. , 

b. Buttons (Figure 1)—Of gold or gold 
color metal of a suitable composition and 
weight, circular and slightly convex with 
raised rim. The Great Seal of the Department 
of the Air Force in clear relief against a

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horizontally-lined background. To be 30 
ligne (%”), short shank, for large; 25 ligne

e. Coat, Evening Dress (Figure 2): 

(1) Material—Black or blue black, civilian 
commercial type, evening dress cloth. 

(2) Design: 

(a) Description—A conventional, civilian 
commercial type, tailed coat to be converted 
into a military garment by removing the 
commercial buttons and replacing them with 
three (3), large, USAF evening dress coat 
buttons on each side of front of garment and 
two (2), 20 ligne (4%4”), small buttons at the 
top of the skirt, at back at waist line. For 
those authorized to wear the aiguillette, a 
button attached to the body of the coat under 
eollar on left or right, depending on the 
position in which aiguillette is properly worn. 

(b) Lapel—The block letters, “U.S.,” %” 
in height, gold color metal, worn above notch 
on each lapel. 

(3) Ornamentation, Sleeve (Figure 3)—Three 
(3) inches from sleeve end, the USAF spear- 
head design of ornamentation, consisting of 
a separately attachable blue-black, broad- 
eloth background with a spearhead seven (7) 
inches in height above horizontal braid, and 
five and one-half inches (54%4”) in width, based 
on a horizontal stripe of two-vellum gold lace 
in the following sizes: 

(a) Warrant officers—Ali grades, skip braid 
one-fourth inch (4”) in width, separated 
(34"-2”) apart. 

(b) Officers: 


1, Company grade—Braid one-half ineh 
(%”) in width. 
2. Field grade—Braid one inch (1”) in 


width. - 


3. General officers—Braid two inches (2”)

(c) To be placed on the outside center of 
both sleeves with the regulation ‘insignia of 
grade, embroidered, one-fourth inch (44”) 
above horizontal braid.

h. Headgear, Dress: 

(1) Officers and Warrant Officers: 

(a) Cover—Black, or blue black, to match 
trousers and coat. 

(b) Frame—With black leather visor, gold 
color chin strap, and gold color, USAF (25 
ligne) buttons, 

(c) Insignia—The U.S. Coat of Arms, 2%” 
in height, gold color metal. 

(2) General Officers: 

(a) Cover—Same as in (1) (a) above, 

(b) Frame—With black leather visor, em- 
broidered with the approved USAF lightning, 
cloud, and dart pattern (Figure 4) in goid 
bullion, gold color chin strap, and gold color, 
USAF (25 ligne) buttons. 

(c) ‘Insignia—Same as in (1)(c) above. 

i. Necktie—Conventional civilian dress bow 
of white silk or matching material to shirt, 
without stripe or figure, square ends. 

j. Overcoat—Being developed. Will be an- 
nounced at a later date. 

k. Shirt, Evening Dress — Conventional 
civilian full-dress type, without stripe or 
figure. Plain gold studs and cuff buttons. 

1. Trousers, Evening Dress (Figure 2): 

(1) ‘Design—A plain bottom, civilian eve- 
ning dress trouser, without cuff, having a 
commercial type, black trouser stripe. 

(2) Material—Black or blue black, com- 
mercial type material, matching evening dress 
coat. 

m. Vest: 

(1) Description—Single breasted, low cut, 
rolling collar, with pointed bottom, and 
fastened with three (3), small (20 ligne), gold 
color, detachable, evening dress coat buttons. 

(2) Material—White pique or other conven- 
tional type commercial, civilian evening dress 
vest material.

13. Scope. This section prescribes, in brief, 
the procedure for removal for cause of any 
commissioned officer from the active list of 
the Regular Air Force who has performed 
three years or more of continuous active com- 
missioned service subsequent to being com- 
missioned in the United States Air Force and/ 
or Regular Army without regard to the length 
of active service performed prior to acceptance 
of such current Regular commission. 

14. Causes. The criteria established as a 
guide for determining causes for which an 
officer should be investigated with a view to 


elimination or other appropriate action, which _ 


may include exoneration. are presented in at- 
tachment 1. (Reproduced here with). 

15. Boards of Officers. The provisions of 
Title 1, P.L. 810, 80th Congress (contained in 
JAAF Bulletin 29, 1948), require the estab- 
lishment of three boards to process officers 
for elimination. These are listed below with a 
brief description of their respective duties, 

a. Screening Board. The purpose of the 
Screening Board is to provide a review of the 
records of all officers on the active list of 
thé Regular Air Force and determine which 
of such officers should be required to show 
cause why they should be retained on the 
active list, This Screening Board is convened 
by direction of the Secretary of the Air Force 
and will be composed of five general officers 
of the Air Force and one or more recorders 
without vote. 

b. Board of Fitness. The purpose of the 
Board of Fitness is to afford a fair and im- 
partial hearing to any officer who has been 
selected by the Screening Board to show cause 
for retention. This Board is convened at such 
place or places as the Secretary of the Air 
Force may prescribe to receive evidence and 
to make findings and recommendations as to 
an officer’s fitness to be retained on the active 
list. Whenever practicable, it is intended that 
Boards of Fitness will be convened at major 
air commands on specific direction from Head- 
quarters USAF. If the Board of Fitness recom- 
mends the retention of any officer on the ac- 
tive list, his case shall thereupon be closed 
and shall not be subject to further action, 
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except that such officer may again be se- 
lected to show cause for retention at any fu- 


ture time in accordance with the provisions 
of section 102, Title 1, PL 810, 80th Congress 


(contained in JAAF Bulletin 29, 1948), This 
Board shall consist of not less than three gen- 


eral officers of the Air Force whose Regular 
Air Force rank is senior to that of the officer 
appearing before it, and one or more record- 
ers without vote. (No one will be included asa 
member of this Board who has considered or 
recommended the officer concerned to show 
cause for retention or who may be called as a 
witness in the case). 


ec. Board of Review. The purpose of the 


Board of Review is to review each case of 
officers recommended for removal from the 
active list by the Board of Fitness and make 
recommendation as to the retention of the 
officer concerned on the active list, The Board 
of Review will consist of five general officers 
and one or more recorders without vote and 





will be convened by the Secretary of the Air 
Force at such time as he considers appro- 
priate. No one will be included as a member 
of the Board of Review who has: previously 
considered or recommended the officer con- 
cerned to show cause for retention on the ac- 
tive list. If the Board of Review recommends 
the retention of any officer on the active list, 
his case shall thereupon be closed and shall 
not be subject to further action, except that 
such officer may again be selected to show 
cause for retention at any future time in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 102, 
Title 1, PL 810, 80th Congress, If the Board 
of Review recommends against the retention 
of any officer on the active list, such recom- 
mendation shall be transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Air Force for his action. The ac- 
tion of the Secretary of the Air Force, as the 
case may be, in removing any officer from the 
active list, shall be final and conclusive.

HE Joint Army-Navy-Air Foree exercises, known as Operation Combine III, 

which began at Eglin Air Force Base this week, provide an interesting preview 
of some phases of future warfare. The operation is for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing air-ground planning and execution to officers of the advanced service schools. 
It should serve to stimulate original thinking and initiative of participants and ob- 
servers and lead to more thorough integration and coordination of all elements 
engaged in combined operations. An important feature will be participation of para- 
troopers from the famed 82d Airborne Division of the Army. In this connection it 
is illustrative of post-war progress that twice as many troops can now be carried 
with the same number of planes as in World War II. The capacity of our average 
wartime troop carrier was 20 men, while the new transport plane carries 42 fully- 
equipped soldiers. This cuts in half the number of planes needed for an airborne 
operation, and greatly reduces the number of fields which must be provided. Further- 
more, we are told that the parachute may be on the way out. A rotary glider is 
being developed for the precision landing of airborne troops in enemy territory. 
The recent rapid advances in the use of air transport for the movement and supply 
of troops may tend to revolutionize equipment. Continuous studies are in progress 
which point to the redesign of cumbersome weapons and vehicles with a view to 
reducing their weight and bulk and making them more readily transportable by 
tir. Heavy artillery may be largely replaced. by rocket-firing weapons. Light, small, 
sturdy vehicles, specially designed for stowage on cargo planes, may take the place 
of large, heavy, conventional trucks. The current highly successful Berlin airlift 
indicates that the cargo plane will oceupy an important place in our calculations 
for future supply of troops in the field. Airborne operations are still in their in- 
fancy. The tactics and logistics involved present a fascinating field for investiga- 
tion by soldiers and airmen of vision. 


N the shadow of an uncertain international situation the Armed Forces are pre- 

paring their legislative programs for presentation to the Eighty-first Congress 
which convenes next January. The Services have the inescapable responsibility of 
recommending legislation, including appropriations, which will provide for reason- 
ably adequate national security, and at the same time they must keep within the 
budgetary limit of fifteen billion dollars, fixed by the President. However, this limi- 
tation may be regarded as tentative, and is probably based on the assumption of 
an improvement, rather than a deterioration, in the foreign situation. Recent de- 
velopments would appear to indicate the necessity for increasing defense appropria- 
tions well above the limiting figure. One expensive item which presumably will be 
on the recommended legislative agenda will be Universal Military Training. This 
proposal failed of passage in the Eightieth Congress and present indications point 
to rough sledding in the next Congress. An extension of Selective Service beyond 
its present two-year limit will undoubtedly be sought. Every effort will be made 
to secure Congressional consent to the drafting of needed doctors for service in the 
\rmed Forces. High on the legislative program of the Services will be a revision up- 
ward of the pay and allowances of commissioned personnel. This will be based on the 
furtheoming report of the special board appointed by the Secretary of Defense which is 
expected to recommend substantial increases. The Army and the Air Force are sure to 
sive top priority to recommendations for a statutory reorganization. At present the 
Army and Air Force are functioning under wartime executive orders, greatly at vari- 
ance with the National Defense Act, but these authorizations will expire on 30 June 
it), making new permanent legislation an imperative necessity ; and such legislation 
rrebably will be based upon the recommendations to be made by the Hoover Com- 
nission now studying the reorganization of the executive branch of the federal 
government, including the Army, Navy and Air branches. 


CTION by the Navy Department in selecting 288 women for commissioning in the 
Waves of the Regular Navy, marks the first step toward the establishment of 
similar women’s units as permanent components of the Regular Army, Navy, Air 
Force, and Marine Corps. The law authorizing such permanent components had the 
active support of the top war and peace commanders of all the Armed Services and 
was direct recognition of the efficient and loyal services performed by American 
women in the Armed Forces during the war. At peak strength during that conflict 
there were 327,861 women serving in various capacities in the military and naval 
services at home and overseas. Wacs, Waves, Spars, and Women Marines constituted 
253,721 of this total, nurses 71,405, and the women medical specialists in the Army, 
2,735. The courageous and efficient work of the nurses under the most dangerous 
and arduous of front line conditions (a number were captured by the Japanese) 
further increased the debt the nation owes to this valiant group of women whose 
affiliation with the Armed Services goes back for many years. Today there are some 
15,600 women serving with the Services, 8,305 as Wacs, Waves, Wafs, and Women 
Marines, and 7,295 as nurses and medical specialists. Under the new law now being 
made effective, the newer women’s organizations which were set up as war expedi- 
encies will become permanent parts of the Regular establishments, thus not only utiliz- 
ing their particular skills but also permitting better utilization of our limited combat 
manpower. In considering the great contribution of women to the National Defense, 
credit must also be given to the wives and members of the families of the officers 
ahd enlisted personnel who cheerfully suffer personal hardships and make sacrifices 
to keep up the morale and contribute to the fighting efficiency of their men.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—The suspension of the discussion of the Berlin crisis by the 
Security Council of the United Nations indicates that there may be some hope in 
the Council that Russia may agree to lift its hunger blockade as a condition precedent 
to a four-power foreign .ainisters’ conference on all German problems. In presenting 
the American position on the subject to the Council Dr. Philip Jessup reiterated the 
oft-repeated proposal of the western powers to hold such a conference, provided 
Russia would first permit resumption of rail, highway and water traffic between 
the western zones and Berlin. 

The unexpected indefinite recess of the sessions of the council followed statements 
by the representatives of the United States, Great Britain, and France that the 
imposition of the blockade of the western sectors of. Berlin was a violent and aggres- 
sive act and a threat to world peace. Previously Andrei Vishinsky of Russia in a 
bitter speech insisted that the Council had no right to consider the dispute and even 
declared that no blockade existed. When the Council voted 9 to 2 to consider the 
question, with only Russia and the Ukraine opposing, Vishinsky declared that his 
country would not participate actively in any further discussions of the subject. 
However, he and his assistants attended subsequent meetings, presumably leaving 
the Soviet Union in a position to veto an adverse decision by the Council. In his 
address Vishinsky had contended that the Council of Foreign Ministers of the four 
powers, and not the Security Council, was the appropriate body to consider the matter. 
The western powers have favored a conference of the foreign ministers, but only 
on condition that the blockade be first lifted by Russia. They objected to meeting 
under Soviet duress. 

The adjournment of the Security Council was undoubtedly for the purpose of 
permitting informal, behind-the-scenes conferences which might evolve some face- 
saving formula for lifting the blockade and resuming direct negotiations. It is under- 
stood that a resolution requesting Russia to permit the free movement of supplies 
to Berlin has been prepared for presentation to the Council. 

The return of Secretary of State George C. Marshall from Paris this weekend 
is undoubtedly directly related to the Berlin situation. The President wishes a first- 
hand report on current developments. The Secretary’s visit closely follows that of 
John Foster Dulles, also a member of the Paris delegation, who conferred with Gov- 
ernor Dewey on the foreign situation. There is striking evidence of the bi-partisan 
character of our foreign policy in the fact that both the President and his principal 
opponent in the coming election are kept fully informed of international developments 
by ranking American representatives to the United Nations. 

While the Berlin hunger blockade was receiving the attention of the Security 
Council the Committee on Political Affairs and Security was engaged in a heated 
discussion of international control of atomic energy. In characteristically vitriolic 
language the Soviet representative, the ubiquitous Mr. Vishinsky, denounced the 
attitude of the United States and demanded the destruction of our stock pile of atomic 
bombs. He hinted vaguely that Russia may have the bomb, saying that it was an 
illusion to suppose that one country had a monopoly on its production. Vishinsky 
made an apparent slight concession by indicating that Russia might accept interna- 
tional atomic control under the Security Council, provided the bomb was outlawed 
by simultaneous action. It will be noted that the control would be exercised under the 
Security Council, presumably subject at all times to a Soviet veto. Russian representa- 
tives have continuously and violently opposed the western proposal for full and free 
inspection of sources and production of atomic energy, with the right of veto waived. 

Replying to Mr. Vishinsky, Ambassador Warren Austin of the American delega- 
tion pointed forcefully to the fact that destruction of stock piles of atom bombs would 
apparently apply only to the casings, which could be quickly fabricated with little 
or no inconvenience in almost any machine shop. The nuclear fuel, the vital element 
of the bomb, he insisted, should not be destroyed, since that could be used for peaceful 
purposes, as the source of atomic energy. The production of this nuclear fuel, he 
declared, was accomplished at tremendous cost in money, time and effort, and its 
retention was essential to future developments of peaceful application of atomie power. 

Formal announcement has been made of the appointment of Marshal Bernard 
Montgomery of Great Britain as supreme commander of the combined military forces 
of Great Britain, France, Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg. General Jean de Lattre 
de Tassigny of France was named commander-in-chief of the land forces; French 
Vice Admiral Robert Jaujard will be flag officer of the naval units; and British Air 
Marshal Sir James Robb will head the air forces of the alliance. Some dissatisfaction 
was expressed in England and France over the appointment of Marshal Montgomery. 
It was frankly stated by some of the British papers that a French general should 
have been chosen as supreme commander, to serve as a stand-in for an American to 
be named later, presumably after a military alliance of the United States and western 
European powers had been effected. 

Such an alliance was strongly favored by United States Senator Chan Gureny, 
of South Dakota, chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee, who returned 
from Europe this week. He also told a press conference that he favored full diplomatic 
relations with Spain. Two years-ago the United States and other powers, pursuant 
to a recommendation in a resolution of the General Assembly of the United Nations 
withdrew the chiefs of diplomatic missions from Madrid, without formally breaking 
relations. It was reported without confirmation from Paris that Secretary Marshall 
had suggested to the British and French foreign ministers that the General Assembly 
be asked to rescind its resolution, thus clearing the way for full diplomatic recog- 
nition of the Franco government. General Charles DeGaulle of France has announced 
that he favors complete accord with the anti-Communist government in Spain. 

Extensive strikes in French coal mines and work stoppages in other industries 
continue to harass the Queuille government. While much of this turmoil is un- 
doubtedly due to Communist agitation it is also evidence of widespread dissatisfac- 
tion with the weakness of successive coalition governments. A stable and relatively 
permanent administration is essential to French recovery. 

A rebellion in Peru initiated by some elements of the navy was quickly put down 
by government troops with considerable casualties. The uprising was centered in 
Callao, near Lima, but there were also minor outbreaks elsewhere. 


The Air Surgeon—Maj. Gen. Malcolm C. Grow, Air Surgeon of the Air Force, 
has been appointed Air Force representative on the Committee on Medical Sciences 
of the Research and Development Board, National Military Establishment. Dr. 
Francis C. Blake, chairman of the Medical Sciences Committee, announced the ap- 








pointmert of General Grow to succeed Col. Ofis 0. Benson, who has served sing 
formation of the committee in April. 


Successor to Admiral Leahy—Irrespective of the outcome of the national ele 
tion it is understood that Fleet Admiral William D. Leahy plans to resign as Chiet 
of Staff to the President and senior member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Such ap 
assignment will probably be rotated among the Services so it is probable thay 
Admiral Leahy’s successor will be chosen from the Army or the Air Force. Shouig 
Governor Dewey be elected President the logical choice would appear to be Lt. Gen 
Hugh A. Drum, who recently resigned as head of the New York National Guard 
after a half century of service in the Regular Army and National Guard. He js 
a close friend and associate of Governor Dewey and his principal adviser on milj 
tary affairs. However, it is doubtful that General Drum would consider accepting 
such an assignment, except in a national emergency. He is fully occupied as head 
of the corporation which operates the Empire State building in New York. Never 
theless, it is certain that Mr. Dewey, if elected, would rely on General Drum for 
advice and assistance in matters pertaining to National Defense. Another retired 
officer who might be considered as a suecessor to Admiral Leahy ig General of the 
Army H. H. Arnold, USAF-Ret., war-time head of the Army Air Force. The tre 
mendous importance of Air Power in any possible future conflict might influenee 
the President to select an airman as his Chief of Staff. The long service of Gen. 
eral Arnold as a flyer and as the organizer of the greatest Air Force ever assembled 
and his experience as a former member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff qualify him 
to a remarkable degree for such an assignment, Others who would inevitably be 
considered for Admiral Leahy’s post are General Dwight D. Bisenhower and Gen 
eral Omar N. Bradley. However, neither is likely to be chosen, since General Eisen 
hower has only recently assumed his duties as president of Columbia University 
and General Bradley would likely prefer to remain as Army Chief of Staff, : 


Anti-Aireraft Artillery—Thirty-one years ago, on 10 Oct. 1917, the Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery of the U. S. Army was born. On that day twenty-five American officers en- 
rolled as students in the French Anti-Aircraft Artillery School at Arnouville-les 
Gonesse. During the first World War 12,000 American soldiers served in the anti- 
aircraft braneh of the Coast Artillery, but the first anti-aircraft regiment was not 
organized until 1920 when the 62d and 64th regiments were activated. With the de 
velopment of bombing planes the defensive role of anti-aircraft artillery beeame of 
the greatest importance. All countries participating in World War II used thousands 
of anti-aircraft weapons to defend their cities, military. installations and industrial 
facilities, the gunners on both sides accounting for hundreds of enemy planes. In 
the drive through France and Germany each American field army had a substantial 
number of anti-aircraft guns with which to parry German air attacks. General Mac- 
Authur also made extensive use of anti-aircraft artillery in his triumphant sweep from 
Australia to Japan. An airplane flying at top speed and at a high altitude makes a 
small and elusive target. Nevertheless surprisingly large numbers of aircraft were 
shot down by the accurate fire of the gunners. Many V-1 pilotless planes which caused 
such destruction-in London and Antwerp during the latter half of 1944 were inter 
cepted and destroyed by ground fire. The expenditure of ammunition for each plane 
destroyed during the early years of the war was very high. However, the American 
development of the remarkable proximity fuse resulted in greatly increased accuracy 
of fire. So far as one may now judge in this era of kalideoscopic changes in warfare 
the importance of the anti-aircraft gun as a defensive weapon will increase. The 
greatly accelerated speed and the vastly extended range of new heavy bombers indi- 
eate that most every industrial city in the world may soon be vulnerable to enemy 
attack. To meet such a threat there must be a universal strengthening of air and 
ground defenses. Anti-aircraft will continue to have an important part in our Na 
tional Security even in an Atomic Age. 


An Independent Publication—The Washington Daily News, in its column “How’s 
Your I. Q.?” on 2 Oct., posed the question, “The Army AND Navy JourNat is pub- 
lished by the National Defense department; true or false?’ The answer, given on 
another page, was “False (it is published commercially). The News, of course, was 
right; the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL, for more than 85 years, has been privately 
owned and operated as an independent publication devoted to the interests of all 
the Armed Serviees. 


New Relative List Suggested—With the long-awaited publication of the Army 
promotion list of officers with their permanent ranks the suggestion has been made 
that consideration be given to making relative rank among officers in each grade 
conform to seniority-in permanent rank, rather than in temporary rank as at pres 
ent. Under such a proposal, for example, permanent colonels would take rank among 
themselves, with seniority determined by date of permanent rank, and in cases where 
the date is identical the determination would be based on length of active com- 
missioned service. Temporary colonels would follow all permanent colonels, and 
would rank among themselves in accordance with length of service in their tempo 
rary grade, and where that was equal in accordance with total active commissioned 
service. Similar procedures would be followed with respect to other ranks, It is 
pointed out that due to the exigencies of the service and assignment apportunities 
some relatively junior and comparatively young officers. were advanced to higher 
temporary grades, including that of colonel, months ahead of officers senior to them 
in permanent rank, who were equally qualified for promotion. Many of the younger 
officers are now permanent lieutenant colonels, but while they retain their wartime 
rank of colonel they continue to outrank many officers who are now permanent 
colonels. It is believed that the General Staff will give early consideration to the 
correction of this anomalous situation.

Schools for Service Children—The recent opening of the school term for children 
serves to recall the difficulties of Service personnel in securing educational fa- 
cilities for their children. At many Army posts and Air fields schools have been 
provided by the government. In most cases these are reasonably satisfactory, though 
many improvements are needed. However, attendance at these schools without pay- 
ment of tuition is restricted to children of families occupying government quarters. 
Under the law these facilities are available to dependents of military personnel 
not residing on the post only on payment of tuition. Many Service children living 
near military reservations are often forced to travel considerable distances to at- 
tend public schools less satisfactory than those on nearby posts, These families pay 
a double penalty because of the unavailability of government quarters, They are 
forced to pay high rents often for unsatisfactory houses and in some cases their 
children are deprived of satisfactory free schools. At some overseas stations the 
situation is particularly serious. While improvements in school facilities have been 
made in Germany and Japan, difficulties are still being experienced in securing 
qualified teachers. In Paris no free schools are available and children of Ameri- 
van military personnel have to pay relatively high fees at private schools. In Hawaii 
personnel living near outlying posts often have to send their children considerable 
(listances to public schools or pay tuition for them at post schools. There seems 
to be no logical reason why these children should not be admitted free to post schools, 
whenever satisfactory free public schools are not readily available. In all probability 
Congress at the request of the Services would pass the necessary legislation to make 
this possible.

During the war, General Finch commanded Bartow Army Air Base, Fla., and Thomas- 
vile Army Air Base, Ga. 


Claims of Former Prisoners—Military personnel interned by the Japanese dur- 
ing World War II and eligible for compensatory payments under provisions of Pub- 
lic Law 896, the War Claims Act of 1948 will have to be patient about receiving 
their remuneration. 

As explained in Army Circular No. 289 and AF Letter 112-3, the claims for these 
jayments are to be lodged with a War Claims Commission. But Congress provided 
no funds for activities of the Commission, which was to have made a report by 31 
March 1949. 

Therefore, the Slst Congress first will have to authorize funds for the Com- 
mission, whereupon claims will be accepted. Then some time will be required for 
adjudication and processing. 

The Army and Air Force emphasize that wide publicity will be given at a 
later time te correct methods for applying for payments under the War Claims Act.

Air Force Officers at USMA.—The Air Force will assign 80 officers to the U. S 
Military Academy and one officer to the Military Academy Preparatory School. 

Joint Army and Air Force Adjustment Regulations No. 3-15-1 provides for the 
transfer from the Department of the Army to the Department of the Air Force the 
following officers for such duties: General or colonel, six; lieutenant colonel, 28: 
major, 23; captain. 18 and lieutenant, four—a total of 79. 

Air Force officials report plans for assignment to West Point of seven colonels, 
27 lieutenant colonels, 22 majors, 12 captains, three first lieutenants and nine other 
officers now completing work at civilian institutions. At the Preparatory School, the 
Air Force will have one officer, a captain.

They will remain in the Air Force regardless of 
their ability to complete flying training successfully.

End PW Promotions.—The Army and Air Force have terminated automatic 
promotions of officer and enlisted personnel who were prisoners of war. Henceforth, 
these men will be required to meet identical criteria established for other promotions. 
However, provision is made for exceptional cases where additional evidence merits 
reconsideration, But officials say that few such promotions are indicated for recovered 
personnel. 


F-84 Grounding Rule Lifted.—The Air Force has removed the ground order on 
the Republic F-84 aircraft, imposed last week, but has restricted use of wing-tip tanks 
on the Thunderjets pending completion of investigations by Air Force officials and 
representatives of the manufacturer. The wing-tip tanks were designed for use in 
extending the range in level flight, but not for use in combat maneuvers. 


Terminate Five Retiring Boards.—Effective 1 Nov. retiring boards at the Army 
and Navy General Hospital, Madigan General Hospital, McCornack General Hospital, 
Tilton General Hospital and William Beaumont General Hospital will be discontinued. 
Air Force retiring boards at these hospitals will be dissolved on or about the same 
date.

Col. Julia C. Stimson, ANC-Ret. 
©ol. Julia C. Stimsdn, internationally 
famous Army nurse and director of the 
nursing service of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces during World War 1 died 
in New York Sept. 

Colonel Stimson, regarded as one of the 
world’s outstanding authorities on military 
nursing, was the first nurse to hold the rela- 
tive rank of Major in the United States Army 
under the national defense act passed by 
Congress in 1920. She was director of the 
Nurse Corps from December 1919 until she 
retired in 19387. She was also Dean of the 
Army School of nursing until the school 
closed in 1932, 

Colonel Stimson was born in Worcester, 
Mass., 26 May 1881, the daughter of Rev. 
Henry A, Stimson and Alice Wheaton Bartlett 
Stimson. She was educated in New York, re- 
ceived an A. B. degree from Vassar College in 
1901 and an A. M, degree from Washington 
University in St. Louis in 1917. She was given 
an honorary science degree from Mount Holy- 
oke College in 1921. 

She was director of the School of Nursing 
at St. Louis from 1913 to the beginning of 
World War 1, when she was sent to France 
as chief nurse at Base Hospital 21, A. BD, F. 
She received the Distinguished Service Medal 
from her own government as wel] as the 
British Royal Red Cross, First Class and 
the French Medaille de la Reconnaissance 
Francaise, She was also cited by Field Mar- 
shal Sir Douglas Haig. 

Although Colonel Stimson retired from ac- 
tive service in 1937, she was recalled to duty

the following: “During your time, you secured 
for the members of your Corps a recognition 
in the Army second to none of the various 
Services. You have kept the Corps in touch 
with your profession in civil life. You have 
improved the personnel to a remarkable de- 
gree. You have improved living conditions 
so that it is a joy for the members of your 
Corps to carry on their work, Finally a suit. 
able retired status was secured for service 
disabilities and longevity retirement. I feé 
that there is no nursing organization in the 
world that has the attractive standing that 
the Army Nurse Corps has today.”

Thousands of officers and enlisted men, 


| most of them veterans of Military Govern- 
' ment duties during and immediately after 
| World War II will be organized into the 
| highly specialized new Reserve units. 


They will receive technical instruction 
at drill periods throughout the year and 
are expected to initiate field training exer- 
cises during the summer of 1949, 

At least two Military Government 
Groups are authorized for each of the six 


| Armies within the Zone of the Interior, 
with a colonel slated to command each 


such unit. 

The Military Government units will be 
established on specific TO&E allocations 
and will be self-sustaining. 

If war comes, officials explain, these 


| Skilled Military Government specialists 
will be ready immediately to fill M-Day 


assignments and to form the trained nuc- 
leus for rapid expansion of the Army’s 
entire Military Government program. 

In addition to the colonel commander, 


| each Reserve Military Government Group 
will have eight lieutenant colonels. Com- 


pany commanders will be lieutenant col- 
onels and platoon commanders will be 
captains. 

During World War II, Military Govern- 
ment officer and enlisted strength ex- 
ceeded 30,000, and it is from this group 
that the Army has been besieged by in- 
quiries concerning the future role of 
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Military Government in the Army. 

Now with establishment of the Mobil- 
ization Planning Branch, the Army has 
evidenced the fact that “Military Govern- 
ment is here to stay as a part of all Army 
planning.” 

The Mobilization Planning Branch wil} 
have three sections—Area Planning Sec- 
tion, Organization and Mobilization Sec- 
tion, and Training Section. 

In addition to itg responsibilities for 
developing the Reserve program, the 
Mobilization Planning Branch will super- 
vise Military Government training being 
given Regular Army officers at service 
schools.

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Army Reorganization and the 
Army Code 
By COL. ALFRED C. BOWMAN, GSC 


(Third article in a series.) 


T will be recalled from last week’s dis- 
cussion that in addition to the laws 
which avowedly affect organization (prin- 
cipally the National Defense Act of 1916), 
the statute books contain thousands of 
other laws directed to specific or inciden- 
tal matters whose relation to Army or- 
ganization at first blush seems remote. 

Many of these statutes, however, 
through the very terms they employ and 
the concepts which they asswme more than 
what they actually say, often exert in- 
fluence so direct as to be tantamount to 
control. 

Such laws are to be found in all 50 
Titles of the United States Code. They 
inelude current appropriation acts which 
regulate the availability of money for 
specific purposes and thereby virtually de- 
termine many organizational questions. 

Unless we thoroughly rearrange and 
consolidate these laws as well, we shall 
not really have reorganized the Army. 

You can shift departments § and 
branches, change names, regroup and 
alter channels ad infinitum, but you can- 
not in any permanent or complete sense 
reorganize the Army without thoroughly 


anging y izing all the law | ; 
rearranging and modernizing all | for private loans. 


which directly affects it. 

In this sense, there has been no real 
Army reorganization since the Elihu Root 
reforms of 1903. All intervening “reorgan- 
izations” have been mere short-lived re- 
shufflings, based on temporary authority 
or having limited effect. 

Alterations thus effected during major 
emergencies have regularly failed to sur- 
vive in time of peace, but nothing has 
halted the steady accretion of straitening 
“permanent” legislation whose strangle- 
hold must be broken if genuine organiza- 
tional reform is to be accomplished. 

Though less dramatic than the drafting 
of the new organization bill, the work of 
general statutory restatement will be a 
necessary part of the final expression of 
the reorganization plans now being devel- 
oped. Without it, they cannot achieve en- 
during reality. 

There is other equality compelling justi- 
fication for the considerable effort which 
codification of Army law necessarily in- 
volves. 

The practical working need for consoli- 
dation and integration of overlapping and 
inconsistent provisions, and for repeal of 
outworn statutes, speaks for itself, at

Financial Digest 


The need for diverting a substantial 
amount of the national income to capital 
investment was emphasized this week in 
a comprehensive analysis of the immedi- 
ate and long-range economic outlook pre- 
pared for the Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States by Dr. Emerson P. Schmidt, the 
Chamber’s Director of Economie Re- 
search. The report on the whole takes an 
optimistic note, although it points out 
that many readjustments in the national 
economy are inevitable as supply and de- 
mand shift under changing conditions. 


Pointing out that the task of steering 
a course that will check inflation and still 
not cause undue contraction is a difficult 
one, the report states the government 
must bear the heaviest responsibility in 
this respect. 

Anti-inflation steps taken by the 80th 
Congress are beginning to make them- 
selves felt, the report states, continuing 
with the following observations: 

“The new consumer credit controls will 


| choke off part of the excessive demand, 





The increase in the reserve requirements 
of commercial banks will slow down loan 
and credit expansion. The Federal Gov- 
ernment’s upward adjustment of the in- 
terest rate on short-term borrowings is 
being reflected in higher interest charges 


“These steps constitute the beginnings 


| of what may be an era of tighter money. 


In the past, very few booms have come 
to an end except through a growing 
searcity of money. 

“We now face the difficult task of steer- 
ing a middle course in our policies so as 
to check inflation without precipitating 
contraction. Our goal is abundant job op- 
portunities, high-level output, and rea- 
sonable prices.” 

Concluding, the report declares: 

“Government having control of fiscal 
and monetary policies has the greatest re- 
sponsibility in steering this course.” 


Merchant Marine 

The Committee for the Companies and 
Agents, Atlantic and Gulf coasts, have 
reached a one-year agreement with the 
National Organization of Masters, Mates 
and Pilots. Deck officers will receive a 
six per cent wage increase, increases in 
subsistence and transportation allowances 
and an increase of $1.85 to $2.00 an hour 
for relief officers.

The necessity for simplification of the 
very task of finding what the law is, quite 
aside from even the most moderate re- 
form, will require no argument with the 
soldier engaged in administrative work. 
The multiple sources of the law and the 
great difficulty of relating these sources 
to each other, have long evoked fervent 
curses from Army personnel on every 
level. 

Embodiment in a new Army Code of a 
single authoritative expression of the 
long-term instructions of Congress (which 
is what the laws are) will provide the 
service with a simple and usable “bible” 


of all basic legal matters affecting its day- © 


to-day business. In terms of time saved 
alone, it will justify the trouble and ex- 
pense involved a thousand times over. 
When completed, the Code will be adap- 
‘table to publication in loose-leaf form. 
Amendments can then be effected by in- 
sertion of whole pages, leaving no room 
for error and eliminating the messy inter- 
paging, marginal notes, and pasted in- 


serts, which have long disfigured Army 
publications, and led to frustration. 

It is hoped that the work will flect the 
advice of officers in the field based on prac- 
tical experience, To that end, suggestions 
from individuals as to particular matters 
-~which should be considered in connection 
with the project will be gratefully re- 
ceived. 

The general plan for developing the 
code will be discussed next week.

of the individual soldier. It can be used as an 
incentive to improve performance and as a 
basis for helping men to correct weaknesses. 
The report will serve also as a guide to as- 
signments. When an individual is referred to 
a Classification Board, the efficiency report 
will be used by the board in reaching a de- 
cision on the appropriate disposition of each 
individual as provided in e below. 

d. Commanding officers will give publicity 
to the enlisted rating system. It is essential 
that all personnel understand the purpose of 
the report and the items upon which the rat- 
ings are based. 

e. In certain instances, an efficiency report 
will be required by a Classification Board as a 
guide to deciding the action to be taken on a 
ease, In such cases, a complete Classification 
Board efficiency report will be accomplished. 
An additional sheet may be attached to the 
report to provide sufficient space for complete 
explanation and recommendation for further 
action. An unsatisfactory efficiency report, 
other than a Classification Board report, may 
be the cause for Classification Board action. 
In this case, no additional Classification Board 
efficiency report will be submitted to the 
Classification Board unless requested by the 
board because previous reports have been de- 
termined inadequate. 

f, In order to provide an adequate basis for 
evaluation in the rendering of a Classification 
Board efficiency report (par. 5a (3)), the 
rater must have had the opportunity of ob- 
serving the individual being rated over a pe- 
riod of not less than 30 days. 

2. Procedure.—Since efficiency reports will 
be a major factor in determining progress in 
every enlisted man’s career, the report will 
be prepared with greatest accuracy. Omissions, 
indistinct entries, failure to complete each 
section of the report, inconsistencies, and ab- 
sence of signature where required, will work 
to the disadvantage of the enlisted person 
concerned, and will require the return of the 
report for correction. Failure to prepare the 
reports correctly will thus result in a large 
volume of unnecessary correspondence and 
loss of time and labor. Where efficiency re- 
ports are required to be rendered to accom- 
pany Application for Advancement—Career 
Guidance Program (DA AGO Form 359), the 
return of those incorrectly accomplished might 
delay promotion of the enlisted person. Com- 
manding officers will be responsible for re- 
quiring a check to be made of each report, 
section by section, so that administrative er- 
rors may be corrected prior to the submission 
of the report. 
Section 4 

PROCEDURE FOR RENDERING 
REPORTS 

3. On whom rendered.—An enlisted effi- 
elency report will be submitted on all enlisted 
Personnel in grades 1 through 6 who are 
classified in a career field. 

4. By whom rendered.—a. The rater (secs. 
ll, III, IV, and V, DA AGO Form 297) will 
be the immediate duty supervisor of the en- 
listed person reported upon. An immediate 
duty supervisor is defined as the commissioned 
officer, warrant officer, or noncommissioned 
officer who normally has daily contact with 
the person being rated with respect to duty 
assignment. In rare ins#inces where no non- 
commissioned officer is the immediate duty 
supervisor, an enlisted person not of an ap- 
propriate noncommissiéned grade may be 
designated as the rater. For those individuals 
on temporary duty, detached service, or spe- 
cial duty, who are working under the im- 
Mediate control and supervision of an officer, 
Warrant officer, or noncommissioned officer, 
other than those of his assigned unit, the 
efficiency report will normally be completed by 
the individual exercising immediate control 
and supervision of the daily duty assignment 
of the individual being rated (see d below). 
The rater will be determined by the command- 
ing officer of the company or comparable unit 
to which assigned or, in the case of those 
individuals on temporary duty, detached serv- 
ice, or special duty, by the commanding officer 
mthe unit in which he is on such duty. The

ce. The indorser (sections VI, VII, and VIII, 
Form 297) will be a commissioned officer who 
is the immediate superior of the rater in the 
chain of command (se e below). This officer 
will be the individual who is most familiar 
with the duty assignment of the individual 
being rated. 

d. Where circumstances preclude the neces- 
sary familiarity with the total performance of 
the individual, such as headquarters company 
personnel assigned to staff positions in a di- 
vision or army headquarters (see e(2) be- 
low), the rater and indorser will consult with 
other officers and noncommissioned officers fa- 
miliar with the duties of the individual being 
rated, prior to the completion of the neces- 
sary items on the form. The rater and the in- 
dorser will evaluate the information received 
prior to completion of the report. 

e, Following are examples of appropriate 
raters and indorsers on the enlisted efficiency 
report: 

(1) A first cook in a unit will normally be 
rated by the mess steward. The indorsing offi- 
cer would be either the mess officer or the 
unit commander. 

(2) A personnel management technician 
(290) in the classification office of an army 
headquarters will normally be rated by the 
enlisted chief of the section (290). The in- 
dorsing officer would normally be the classifi- 
cation officer in charge of the section. 

(3) A squad leader in an infantry rifle com- 
pany will normally be rated by the platoon 
sergeant. The indorsing officer would normally 
be the platoon leader or unit commander. 

(4) A battalion sergeant major in an in- 
fantry battalion will normally be rated by the 
battalion adjutant and the indorsing officer 
would be the battalion commander. 

(5) A first sergeant in a field artillery bat- 
tery will normally be rated by the battery 
commander and the indorsing officer would be 
the battalion commander. 

f. No efficiency reports will be rendered on 
personnel who are assigned or attached to re- 
placement depots, oversea processing stations, 
or assigned to a detachment of patients of a 
general hospital without specific duty assign- 
ments. For personnel who submit applications 
for promotion while in patient status in the 
detachment of patients of a general hospital, 
efficiency will be determined by directives gov- 
erning the enlisted career guidance program. 

5. When rendered.—a. Each of the follow- 
ing types of efficiency reports will be rendered 
as indicated: 

(1) Regular efficiency report.—When, after 
a period of 90 days or more, the rated indi- 
vidual of the first 6 grades ceases to serve 
under the supervision of the rater, as a re- 
sult of transfer or separation. 

(2) Special efficiency report.—When an en- 
listed person. makes application for promotion 
no special efficiency report will be submitted 
if an efficiency report has been rendered on 
the individual within the preceding 90 days. 

(3) Classification Board efficiency report.— 
When an enlisted person is ordered to appear 
before a Classification Board for any reason 
immediate Classification Board action will be 
required when an individual’s score on an an- 
nual, regular, or special efficiency report is 
lower than a critical score determined by the 
Department of the Army, but no additional 
Classification Board efficiency report will be 
required when such a report has been sub- 
mitted within the preceding 90 days and is 
adequate as determined by the board. 

(4) Annual efficiency report.—A report will 
be submitted annually on enlisted personnel 
of the first 6 grades on the dates indicated 
below, except that no annual report is re 
quired if another efficiency report has been 
rendered on the individual within the 90 days 
preceding this date. 

(a) Reports on grade 6 personnel, 30 June. 

(b) Reports on grade 5 personnel, 31 Au- 
gust. 

(c) Reports on grade 4 personnel, 31 Oc- 
tober. 

(d) Reports on grade 3 personnel, 30 No- 
vember. 

(e) Reports on grade 2 personnel, 31 De- 
cember. 

(f) Reports on grade 1 personnel, 31 Janu- 
ary. 

(5) Efficiency reports governing duty as- 
signments of less than 90 days will not 
normally be rendered, except in those cases 
where a Classification Board efficiency report 
is required to be rendered. 

b. Period covered.—When an enlisted in- 
dividual’s status changes by reason of perma- 
nent change of station or detached service 
of 90 days or more, the date prior to EDCMR 
will be used as the closing date and the 
EDCMR will be the opening date for the next 
report rendered. In those cases where an en- 
listed individual’s assignment status does not 
change, the question of opening date will be 
governed by the date of his last efficiency re- 
port before the occasion necessitating the 
submission of the efficiency report. In case of 
doubt, the date of last duty rated, as shown 
on the soldier’s qualification card, will be 
taken as the closing date of the last report. 
Where efficiency reports are rendered for the 
first time on any individual, the inclusive 
dates will be governed by the oc¢asion and 
type of efficiency report required to be ren- 
dered. In most cases this will be the time 
for which the rater has been in the same 








supervisory position over the individual be- 
ing rated. 

ce. Number to be prepared.—Under the pro- 
visions of a above, only one copy of the effi- 
ciency report form will be prepared and sub- 
mitted as required. The preparation of addi- 
tional copies is prohibited. 

6. Channels for forwarding efficiency re- 
ports.—All enlisted efficiency reports will be 
forwarded by the officer accomplishing the 
indorsement to the Central Examining and 
Computing agency designated for the unit. 
The Central Examining and Computing agency 
will, after scoring the efficiency report, trans- 
mit the standard score to the custodian of 
the individual’s personnel records for appro- 
priate entries thereon.

7. Section I, man reported upon.—Section 
I of the enlisted efficiency report will be com- 
pleted by the custodian of the individual’s 
personnel records prior to forwarding the re- 
port to the rater. 

a. Name.—Enter the individual’s name ex- 
actly as indicated on the individual’s person- 
nel records. 

b. Serial number.—Copy the individual’s 
serial number from his personnel records. 

ce. Grade.—Enter the abbreviation for the 
grade held at the time the report is prepared. 

d. Months in grade.—Record the number of 
months in service completed in present grade 
as determined from section 12, WD AGO 
Form 24A (Service Record). For this purpose, 
service over 15 days will be counted as a full 
month, Example: From 16 Dee, 1947 to 14 
Aug. 1948, would be 8 months. 

e. Primary MOS.—Enter the SSN of the 
primary MOS as designated in item 27, WD 
AGO Form 20 (Soldier’s Qualification Card). 

f. Duty MOS.—Enter the SSN of the MOS 
which represents the duty being performed 
at the time the report is prepared. This in- 
formation will be obtained from item 29, 
Form 20. The duty MOS and primary MOS 
may be identical. 

g. Reason for report.—Enter the type of 
report as defined in paragraph 5a. In addition, 
the first report rendered on an individual will 
be prefaced by the word “Initial.” E. g.: Ini- 
tial Regular. 

h. Period covered by report.—Record the 
beginning and ending dates of the period cov- 
ered by the report as defined in paragraph 5b. 

i. Unit, organization, and station.—Enter

SECTION IV—ACTION BY

PRESENTATION OF EVIDENCE AND 

RIGHTS OF RESPONDENT 

1. Presentation of Evidence. Testimony or 
evidence except efficiency reports and WD 
AGO Forms 66 for and against the officer con- 
cerned will normally be presented in the 
form of depositions. Witnesses who are con- 
veniently available may be heard in the case 
if desired by the Board or the officer con- 
cerned; but, in any case, no expense to the 
Government will be incurred. 

2. Rights of Officer (respondent). A com- 
mander receiving notification that an officer 
under his jurisdiction is being considered for 
elimination will insure that the officer is ap- 
prised of his rights as follows: 

a. That he may submit his resignation as 
an officer of the United States Air Force and 
that such submission will be considered as 
final and conclusive, if accepted. 

b. If eligible, that he may apply for volun- 
tary retirement and that such application, if 
approved, will be final and conclusive. 

ce. That he may avail himse!f of the rights 
of a and b above, at any time prior to com 
pleted action by the Board of Review. 

d. That he may appear in person and/or be 
represented by counsel if he so desires before 
the Board of Fitness or Board of Review. He 
may present any evidence in his defense to 
the beard and he shall at all stages of the 
proceedings be allowed full access to and be 
furnished with copies of records considered 
by the board to be pertinent to his case. 

e. That he may be granted such time as is 
reasonable and necessary to prepare and pre- 
sent his case before the Board of Fitness, and 
in no case will this time be less than thirty 
days.

j. Report date.—Enter the date report was 
forwarded by the custodian of the personnel 
records to the rater. 

8. Method of rating.—a. There are two rat- 
ing scales used in the enlisted efficiency re- 
port. One, used only by the rater, has five 
points or boxes numbered like this: 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5. The other has ten points or boxes num- 
bered like this: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. 

b. Suppose the rater is judging how well 
Sgt. Doe handles difficult problems. First, he 
will consider all the men he knows in the 
same grade who have jobs of equal difficulty 
and with the same general responsibilities as 
Sgt. Doe. Suppose the rater knows 50 ser- 
geants that are representative of all the ser- 
geants, good and bad, in the Army. About 4 
of the 50 would be the very best at handling 
dificult problems. 5 of the five-box scale would 
be marked for them. About an equal number 
of the sergeants would do the poorest job of 
handling dificult problems and 1 would be 
marked for them. About 11 of the sergeants 
would be marked 2; and about an equal num- 
ber would be rated by marking 4. The largest 
number of the 50, about 20, would be average 
in their ability te handle difficult problems 
and 3 would be marked for them. The charts 
in figure 2 show how the ratings on any trait 
or quality for 50 men of the same grade and 








duties would spread from one end to the other 
of the five- and ten-point scale. 

ce. The following rules will help the rater 
make fair ratings: 

(1) Read each phrase or question carefully 
to get the meaning of it. 

(2) Do not compare the man being rated 
with other men of higher or lower grade. Ask 
this question: “How well does the phrase or 
question apply to the man I am rating when 
I compare him with all the men I know doing 
work of equal difficulty and responsibility ?” 

(3) Use the entire scale when rating. Re- 
member that any one of the phrases or ques- 
tions will fit a small number of the very best 
men, and an equal number of the very poorest. 

(4) Consider each phrase or question alone. 
Do not permit the rating given on one item 
to have anything to do with the rating of 
another phrase. 

(5) Do not let a biased opinion of a man 
be the cause for giving either a high or low 
rating on any phrase or question. Even a good 
man will have some weaknesses, and even an 
inefficient man some good points. A high rat- 
ing given because of friendship may place the 
man in a particular job he may not be able 
to fill. A man with an unfair low rating may 
be penalized in promotion or special training. 
Both of these situations could cause poor 
morale. 

(6) The way a man acts in a situation un- 
der unusual conditions is often not the usual 
or typical way he does things. His rating will 
be based on the way he acts most of the time. 

9. Section II, for rater.—Twenty-five 
phrases commonly used to describe men, their 
qualifications and the manner in which they 
do their work, are listed. The rater is to judge 
how well each of the phrases describes the 


man being reported on, With an electrographic 
pencil, make a heavy X inside one of the five 
boxes to the right of each phrase that shows 
the evaluation of the man. If an electrographic 
pencil is not available, a No. 1 black lead 
pencil may be used. The use of ink is pro- 
hibited. Care will be taken to prevent smudges. 
Mark the X inside the box. Do not let the 
marks run over. If a change in rating is de- 
sired, erase all of the first work so that no 
smudges are left, before marking the correct 


a. The first fifteen phrases, numbers 1 to 
15, are desirable traits. The higher rating a 
man receives on these traits, the higher is 
his efficiency. 

b. The last ten phrases, number 16 to 25, are 
undesirable traits. The lower rating a man 
receives on these traits, the higher is his 
efficiency. For example, an X in box 5 for the 
phrase “1, Takes proper action in absence of 
orders” means that the person being rated 
always does the right thing when there are 
no orders to guide him. An X in box 5 for the 
phrase “16, Lazy on the job” means that the 
person being rated is always lazy on the job. 

10. Section ITI, for rater.—There are ten 
specific questions with ten-point scales in 
this section of the enlisted efficiency report. 
Use an electrographic pencil or a No. 1 black 
lead. pencil a indicated in paragraph 9, to 
mark an X inside one of the boxes to show 
how well the man does the things asked 
about. For each question the scale ranges 
from box 1 for the very poorest men in the 
Army to box 10 for the very best men. Fol- 
low the instructions for evaluating the man 
given in paragraph 8, . 

11. Section IV, for rater.—a. Time rater has 
known man reported on.—Mark the bov that 














shows how long the rater has observed the 
man in the assignment reported upot. 

b. Knowledge of man reported on.—Mark 
the box to the right of the statement that 
best shows how closely the rater is working 
with the man at the time the enlisted eff- 
ciency report is filled out. 

12. Section V, authentication by rater—t 
Signature.—Rater will sign in ink, after com- 
pleting sections II, I1I, and [V of the enlisted 
efficiency report, and indicate the title of his 
present position, example: John J. Jones, 
Mess Steward. ‘
